'I  heir  wardn>be   is  of  the  most 
gorgi-v^ns  st)lt>,   and   eiwt  in  China,  where 
everything   s  so  .-heap.a  "j.owt  r"  .)f  money. 
Th.  ir  arrivrl,  ivs  a  mattei  of  course,  caused 
considerabl  >  excitement  among   tho  I'hi- 
uese 'hxi  f(»  ,  because    in    the   troupe  Were 
soventl  lades  wlu>so   feet    Were  no   larger 
than  a  man  s  little  finger.      The  theatre  on 
Jackson  st*et,   which  is  as  large  as  tho 
M.  tropoliti  II.    wa.s  crow  .led   to   excess   on 
Uie  openiu:;  night,  and  each  evening  since. 
rho  fame  »  f   the  cuiipauy   has  gradually 
extend.itl     Ih>vou«1     ChmcHO     circles,    and 
every  event  ag  now  sees   .piito  a  number  ol 
Americans  in  the  au.lieuce.     lijist  night  we 
dropped  in  lor  a  few  moments,    and    w.tc 
a.stonished  at  the   scene    bcf»)ro  ns.     Near 
the  door  sat  a  ."uhnt  old  felloNS    rolling   up 
betel  nuts  lud    (luickluue.    and     selling  a 
"chaw"  to  the  auditors    i\s  they    came    in.

It         gave 
ns        a        headache      that        we        did 
not  recovev   from    tV>r    ten    hours.     When 
we  arrivee,  it   lia.l  arrive<l   to   that  pitch 
where  a  re'>el!ioii  had   broken  out,  and  the 
adherents  .)f  each  party  were  preparing  to 
tUci.le    m)  ttei-s    by    the    gago    of   battle. 
Troops  wet  e  being  marshaled  and  reviewed, 
inspected   .ind   harangued   to  the  highest 
pitch  of  ct  untge.     The  cavalrj-  were  rep- 
resented by  fellows  carrying  switches,  and 
the  taking  of  the  switch  from  the  hand  of 
tho  rider  w  txn,   by   a  violent  presumption, 
considered  to  be   dismounting.

.M  the  lime  of  this  event,  Shakespeare 
was  eighte  *n  years  of  age,  whilst  Ann  Ilath- 
way,  his  bride,  was  a  mature  maiden  of 
twenty-seven.  Hut  if  it  be  true,  as  Lord 
Bacon  savi ,  that  a  man  finds  himself  seven 
years  older  the  day  after  his  marriage,  this 
sudden  mnlnrity  would  nearly  equalize  tho 
matter  am  keep  the  balance  true.  An  old 
writer  dt  scribos  her  as  "a  tall  handsome 
girl  with  r  llty  lips,"  and  it  was  ou  these 
coral  reefs  th'it  the  boy  poet  is  supposed  to 
have  mad  •  shipwreck.  The  speech  ol  Her- 
mia's  lover.  Lysander,  has  often  been  quot- 
ed to  prove  the  infelieity  of  his  wedded  life, 
because  oi  c  of  the  reasons  given  why  "the 
course  of  true  love  never  did  run  smooth," 
is  that  it  i  i  "raisgraffed  in  respect  of  years." 
In  "Twelf  h  Night,"  id.so,  this  s:ime  {wiint, 
viz:  dispa  ity  of  years,  is  pressed  again 
with  an  earnestness  that  seems  to  spring 
from  bitte  ■  personal  experience.  I  refer  to 
the  bcantinl  scene  where  Viola,  dis,';uised 
as  a  page,  enters  into  conversiition  with  the 
Dnko,  ofvhomshe  is  enamored,  and  re- 
ceives froin  him  this  general  advice: 

"Let  ftill  the  womnn  lato 
\u  elder  than  herself;  ao  whotr  sbo  to  him; 
So  Hwayv  she  level  in  her  huHbamrrt  heart." 

.\nd  to  the  man  he  says: 

"Tbpn  Kl  thy  love  bo  younger  than  Ihynflf, 
Or  thy  aTection  uiay  not  hold  the  bi:nt." 
As  conviuiing  proof  that  Shakesiteare's  at- 
fecti<m  did  not  "hold  the  bent,"  wearetold 
how  he  sealed  in  London  ami  left  his  wif« 
in  Stml^id,  visiting  her  only  once  a  year. 
Oiit^  biogTii>her  insinuates  that  he  never 
sent  her  i  penny  ot  his  earnings,  (a  clear 
case  of  uni  imiUiinj  love, )  but  sjient  them 
in  thu    delights  and   dissipations  of  motro- 

t)olitaM  life.  In  his  last  will  and  testament 
le  leaves  lo  word  of  love  for  his  wife,  and 
liequtaths  to  her  only  his  "second  best 
bed."  The  sonnets,  too,  which  are  tho 
truest  rec<rd8  and  very  issues  of  bis  life, 
indicate  that  there  was  some  coldness  and 
tstrangement  l)€tween  them,  and  speak  also 
of  the  "dsgraces'' and  "blots"  that  clung 
to  him  as  he  results  of  his  "old  oflenccsof 
alTectiouB.  ' 

VarituiK  anecdotes  are  tfild  of  him  in  this 
connection.  One  story,  related  by  thegar- 
nilous  Aubrej-,  is  totho  effect  that  Shake- 
speare, Ol  his  journeys  to  and  from  Lon- 
ilon,  used  to  put  up  at  tlie  Crown  Inn  at 
Oxfi^l  The  innkeeper,  Joun  Davenant, 
and^s  wile,  were  very  fond  of  him,  and  he 
stood  godlither  to  their  .sou  William.  The 
wicked  world  hinted  that  there  was  some- 
thing mor.)  than  friendship  between  the 
poet  aud  t  le  witty  and  biautifiil  Mrs.  Da- 
venant. » )ne  day,  a.s  William  was  running 
home  iu  hivste,  some  one  a.skeil  him  why  he 
ran  so  lie  replied  that  he  wished  to  see 
hisgodfat)  er,  who  had  just  arrivt^l.  "You're 
a  g(X)d  U<\ ,"  retorted  his  interrogator,  "but 
yon  ought  not  to  take  the  name  of  ( lod  in 
viiin."  -r>,f.

The 
hard  hues  around  tho  month  had  relax<  d, 
ami  the  passionate  glow  on  the  face  gave 
way  to  a  pleasant  smile. 

"Certainly,  1  will  wait  for  you  here." 
"1  wisli  also  to   send  a  messenger  for  a 
friend;  will  you  permit  him  to  pass'/" 
"CerUuuly." 

This  was  my  first  interview  with  Eiiginia 
(^ormillo.  I  had  seen  her  here  for  mouths, 
the  leader  of  our  gayest  and  most  fashiona- 
ble society.  In  her  splendid  mansion  she 
dispensed  the  most  profuse  and  elegant 
hospittdity. 

A  Spanish  lady -a  widow  she  had  rep- 
resented h.rself  luid  had  been  a  resident 
here  almt>6t  a  year.  No  one  ever  suspected 
her  i}l'  lH>ing  aught  than  what  she  seemed, 
until  oue  day  I  was  ordered  lo  arrest  her  us 
A  murderess.

The 
friend  she  had  sent  for  must  live  at  some 
distance,  I  thought,  or  the  lady  in  uuusUid- 
ly  careful  about  her  toilet;  and  so  another 
hour  went  by.

"Madame,  I  can  wait  no  longer." 
There  was  no  reply.  I  knocked  repeat- 
edly, and  at  last  determined  to  force  an  en- 
trance.

Lately  tho  new  plant  called  ramie  has 
produced  considerable  exoitement  at  the 
South,  and  tho  interest  in  this  article  of 
production  has  extended  to  the  State  of 
California.  The  ramie  is  a  species  of  this- 
tle, aud  is  exceedingly  hardy  and  easy  of 
cultivation.  It  may  be  grown  ou  any  soil 
capable  of  raising  the  common  thistle  or 
tho  artichoke,  and  requires  but  little  care, 
for,  being  f»f  remarkably  quick  and  vigor- 
ous growth,  it  is  a  foe  to  weeds.  It  is  sus- 
ceptible of  being  propagated  from  cuttings 
like  the  vine,  is  perennial,  and  yields  three 
or  four  crops  a  year,  at  the  rate  of  3,000 
pounds  per  acre,  and  readily  commands 
:r'2:iO  per  ton  on  tho  spot  Tlie  thread  pro- 
duce<l  from  tho  plant  is  larger,  silkier  and 
stronger  than  cotton,  and  when  mixed  with 
cotton  or  wool  produces  a  brilliant,  beauti- 
ful fabric,  superior  to  either  of  the  others 
alone,  and  when  manufactured  by  itself  re- 
sembles the  finest  grade  of  poplin.  It  will 
bo  seen  that  the  proiluct  of  each  acre  will 
■,nve  a  gross  revenue  of  three  hundred  and 
eighty-seven  dollars.  An  acre  of  wheat 
producing  thirty  bushels,  with  two  dollars 
ycT  cental,  will  return  but  thirty-six  dollars 
per  aero, while  the  expense  attending  wheat 
culture  is  much  greater  than  that  recpiired 
for  the  ramie.

The  town  of  Perry,  on 
th<i  Dos  Moines  Valley  Itailroad,  had  last 
March  threa  houses  in  it  Now  there  are 
fifty  five  houses  and  nearly  three  hundred 
inhabitants,  and  yet  tho  railroad  only 
reached  thero  last  week.

during  the  war,  as  successors  to  tlu-se 
to  be  removed.  The  operation  of  this 
ruling  was  illustrated  in  the  case  of  Ed- 
gar A.  Needham,  assessor  of  internal 
revenue  at  Louisville,  Kentucky.  The 
president  directed  Needham's  suspen- 
sion, and  a  commission  for  Horace  M. 
Buikiey  to  be  issued.  Secretary  Bout- 
well  insisted  that  Needham,  having  been 
a  faithful  officer,  should  be  allowed  to 
resign.  The  president  agreed  to  this, 
and  Needham,  upon  being  notified  that 
his  resignation  would  be  acceptei, ask- 
ed if  there  were  any  charges  against 
him,  and  received  the  reply,  'none, 
whatever." 


A.  D.  Richardson  thus  discourses 
about  the  great  farms  in  California  : — 
-'The  Calitornian  iu\it'es  an  Eastern 
visitor  :  'Come  down  to  San  Maeto  and 
spend  a  we^k  with  me.'  'Have  you  a 
ranohe  there  ?'

'Wei!, 
20,000  acres.'  or  30,000,  or  40,000,  as 
the  case  may  be.  Everybody  seems  to 
have  a  little  place.  The  other  evening 
I  met  General  Beale,  known  as  an  old 
army  officer  who  led  one  of  the  Govflrn- 
ment  explorations  for  a  Pacific  railroad. 
Ue  resides  in  the  south,  below  Los  An- 
gelow,  though  his  summer  home  is  in 
I^hiladelphia.  'Have  yoa  a  little  place, 
too  ?  'Yes,  22&,000  acres  on  my  home 
ranohe,  and  25.000  more  in  Northern 
California.'  That  'home  ranche,'  if  it 
were  a  square  tract,  would  be  nineteen 
miles  across.  There  are  other  men  who 
own  300,000  acres   apiece.     Beale    dis-

Dentil  of  a  Clorpryinan  in  tlio  Piilpib 

An  Atlanta  ((ta.)  paper  of  the  Cih  gives 
the  tollowing  account  of  the  death  of  a 
prominent  North  Carolina  clergyman  while 
preaching  in  thnt  city: 

On  last  Sunday  night  Rev.  John  Long, 
of  Thomasville,*N.  C,  a  Methodist  divine 
of  twenty  five  years'  faithful  service  in  tho 
pulpit,  began  i)reaching  to  a  largn  congre- 
gation in  Weslwy  Chapel  -the  church  of 
Rev.  Mr.  Kimball.  He  had  continued  some 
ten  minutes,  when  be  suddenly  stopped, 
and  with  a  livid  face  and  gasping  utteranco 
asked  Mr.  Kimball  if  any  thing  ajqiearcd 
to  be  the  matter  vyith  him.  He  sat  down  in 
an  easy  positioni  folding  his  hands  and 
throwing  his  head  back  on  the  sofii  in  n  re- 
clining manner.  Terceiving  his  illness, 
and  observing  that  he  was  quiet,  Mr.  Kim- 
ball aroso  and  concluded  the  sermon,  nil 
the  time  thinking  that  Mr.  Long  was  bet- 
ter from  his  quiescence.  As  he  ended  his 
sermon  ho  turned  to  speak  to  Mr.  Long, 
and  found  that  ho  was  speecVdess,  It  was 
an  apoplectic  stnike,  from  which  ho  never 
recovered.  He  died  Monday  morning  at  5 
o'clock,  Tho  best  medical  attendauco  was 
called  in.  but  vainly.  Mr.  Long  was  a  gen- 
tleman of  08  years  of  age,  ol  irreproach- 
able character  and  high  Christian  stand- 
ing. Ho  had  been  in  the  city  but  a  week 
or  two  and  contemplated  making  his  home 
here."

Mr.  Roeblinj?  as  a  Doctor, 

rFroiu  tho  Newark  (N.  J.)  Advertistir. 
Tho  death  of  Mr.  Roebling  suggests  a 
strange  incident  iu  which  he  was  an  actor. 
In  lbr>4,  when  ho  was  building  the  Niagara 
Suspension  Bridge,  a  terrible  epidemic  of 
cholera  broke  out  among  his  laborers.  Mr. 
Roebling  had  an  idea  that  he  could  euro 
cholera  by  a  modification  of  the  Jiydropath- 
ic  treatment  There  were  plenty  of  patients 
and  he  began  in  the  morning  with  a  littlo 
child,  aud  before  night  had  five  cases  in 
one  shairty.  At  midnight  thoy  were  all 
dead,  and  Mr.  Roebling  disuousolately 
abauiloned  tho  jiractice  of  medicine, 
though  ho  was  about  as  successful  as  any 
of  the  doctors.  Everybody  who  was  smit- 
ten on  that  sultry  Saturday  died.  There 
was  noticing  strange  in  tho  affair  except  the 
heroism  of  the  man  in  his  desire  to  alleviate 
human  miserj*.  The  fnrthcrhistoryof  that 
shanty  is  really  rom.irkablo.  Mr.  Roebling 
cheerfully  assumed  tho  expense  of  tho  in- 
terment; but  there  was  a  peculiar  horror^ 
that  place,  and  in  the  wretched  panic  that 
prevailed,  ho  could  induce  no  person  to  ap- 
proach it.  Ho  then  offered  $50  to  any 
one  who  would  throw  the  bodies  off 
the  bridge  into  tho  Niagara.  No  one 
would  do  it.  His  next  move  was  to  inform 
the  iiutUoritios  that  if.on  Monday  morning, 
the  bodies  were  still  thero,he  would  set  tire 
to  the  Khanty,  and  dispose  of  his  unwel- 
come charge  by  cremation.  The  threat 
was  of  no  avail,  and  ho  kept  his  word.  - 
But  a  hemlock  shanty  furnishes  little  fuel ; 
the  bodies  were  badly  scorched,  and  his 
luu'  ral  was  still  upon  his  hands.  Ho 
finally  paid  two  bmvadoes  from  Lockport 
to  bury  them  where  they  lay.  They  wero 
howling  drunk,  and  full  of  blaB|)hemies.  - 
Both  went  baek  to  Lockport  and  died  the 
next  night.  That  clost'd  the  tragedy. — 
With  all  his  talents,  Mr.  Roebling,  as  a 
doctor  or  undertaker,  was  not  a  success.

A  Clever  Lunatic. 

From  tho  r.ill  Mall  Oazetto. 
Tho  intellectual  activity  of  a  certain  class 
of  lunatics  is  curiously  illustrated  in  the 
in  the  report  on  the  lunatic  asylums  iu  Ire- 
land, which  has  lately  been  printed  and 
laid  beffue  I'arliameut  A  man  named  Jo- 
seph Tiangfrey  escaped  from  tho  Central 
Asylum  with  two  otln  r  patienls,  none  ol 
the  jiarly  being  hK)ked  upon  as  lunatics  by 
the  medical  oflioers,  although  confined 
there  as  criminal  lunatics.  Mr.  Langfroy 
was  the  leader  of  tho  fugitives,  aud  is  do- 
scribed  as  being  of  an  extraordinarily  iugo- 
mouH  and  clever  mind.  He  could  do  things 
quite  beyond  what  men  in  general  can  per- 
form, atid  his  clevcruess  was  even  succeed- 
ed by  his  versatility.  Ho  was  a  good  shoe- 
maker, ft  tailor  and  a  weaver.  Ho  put  to- 
gether a  wooden  sewing  machine  of  hiw' 
own  contrivance,  with  which  he  had  made 
clothes  for  himself;  and  his  mind  just  be- 
fore his  escape,  seemed  so  intent  upon  im- 
proving tho  machine  that  there  was  little 
apprehension  of  his  attempting  to  escape. 
IBs  career,  it  is  sl4it«d,  before  ho  came 
to  tho  asylum,  was  most  extraordinary.  Ho 
had  been  in  tho  British  army,  in  the  French 
army,  and  in  the  I'rench  navy,  ami  had 
iK'eii  iu  British,  German  and  Russian  pris- 
ons. Ho  had  a  fair  grammatical  knowledge 
of  French,  know  something  ol  (ierman, 
and  was  completisly  solf-Uiught;  his  age, 
although  ho  had  passed  tho  varioiis  pha.sos 
of  exisleiico  Bb«vo  doRcribod,  was  only 
twenty-seven.  He  spoke  well  and  reason- 
ably, tho  groat  tlefeot  in  his  character 
being  a  fickleness  of  puroose.  Ho  had  that 
rambling  disposition  that  is  never  satod 
with  Initel  and  adventure;  and  if  his  nriu- 
ciph  s  wero  good  and  upright  ho  would  in 
all  jtrobability  havo  had  a  distinguished 
career  in  life.  Langfrey  was,  in  fact,  not 
unlike  ono  of  Oiiida's  heroes.  No  trace  of 
him  has  yet  been  fouud.

P.  Anderson,  of  Ft  Wayne.  We  have 
just  had  under  examination  a  haudeome 
pamphlet  issued  under  the  mune  of  "The 
Silver  Tongue,"  which,  among  other  in- 
teresting and  readable  musical  matter.con- 
tains  an  illustrated  description  of  Messrs. 
E.  P.  N.  it  Son's  instrumeuts.  It  is  pre- 
pared under  their  own  supervision,  and  is 
sent  iree,  we  understand,  to  any  one  mak- 
ing ft))plieation.

Those  who 
attended  tho  Sanitarv  Fair  here,  in  Istia,  will 
renifmber  Mrs.  Myra  Eradwell,  wife  of  Judge 
IJradwell,  superiutcndcnt  of  the  department 
of  Arn.^.  Trotihiie  aud  Cuno^iiies,  iii  l;i\an 
Hall.  '1  he  great  success  ot  that  depaiiiueut 
of  the  Fair,  was  chielly  due  to  their  exer- 
tions. Mrs.  iiradwell  being  abeent  from  the 
Hall  but  one  day  out  of  thirty,  and  never 
leaving  ii  for  fourtten  successive  days.— 
When  au  appropriation  from  the  Legislature 
was  needed  for  the  Soldiers'  Uome,  in  18<j7, 
Mrs.  IJradwell,  at  the  inttauce  of  some  of  our 
leading  citizens,  was  sent  to  Spiingtieid  to 
secure  it,  and  eucceeded  in  getting  $24,(H.K>— 
$12,0lt0  a  year,  for  two  years, 
for        that        institution.  Having       a 


good  lof^al  mind,  improved  by  a  thorough  aj»- 
preuticeship  in  her  husband's  oftice,  and  see- 
ing an  unocctipied  field  which  the  felt  abl  * 
to  cultivate,  she  quietly  took  possession,  and 
last  October,  began  the  publication  of  the 
Cliichgo  lA'<jitl  .^>I^«,  which— as  its  name 
importc- gives  the  ilocisions  of  the  courts?, 
especially  of  the  U.  S.  Court*  and  of  the 
States'  Supreme  Courts,  in  all  important 
cases,  as  soon  as  they  are  delivered,  aud  a 
long  time  in  advance  ol  the  ordinary  pubhca- 
tiou.  So  that  it  has  become  almost  iudispen  • 
sable  to  every  good  lawyer.  And  the  Logie- 
lature  of  Illinois  looked  with  so  much  favor 
upon  tho  enterprise,  and  deemed  her  so  well 
quahfied  to  conduct  it.  tnat,  by  special  act«, 
they  gave  her  full  powers  of  mcorporatiou— 
a  favor,  I  believe  never  before  shown  to  a  w.-*-

enacted,  and  made  tho  laws  and  legal  de«-is- 
ions,  pnblished  in  tho  Legal  News  prima 
facie  evidence  in  all  the  courts  of  tho  Slate. 
The  paper  is  admirably  CAUiducted,  has  the 
confidence  of  both  the"  bench  aud  the  bar, 
and,  with  such  an  ofticial  and  profeseionsi  en- 
dorsement it  has  Already  attained  a  wide  cir- 
culation and  the  best  assurance  of  a  long  aud 
j>ro8pcroti8  life.

"Yon  did  not  come  here  to  make  tho  art 
of  begging,  in  the  true  sense  of  the  word,  a 
means  of  yonr  future  support;  it  was  your 
cnriosit/  which  led  yon  here,  was  it  not?'* 
"Yes,  that  is  so,"  I  answered.  "Never- 
theless," I,  "I  have  sought  yon  with  tho 
earnest  desire  of  hearing  yon  lecfaire,  and 
securing  a  se&t.

liofway  Oats. 


The  Alexandria  Post  says  Mr.  Valen- 
tine Nichols,  of  Chippewa,  has  a  small 
patch  of  Norway  oats  the  seed  of  which 
was  procured  from  New  York  vt  an  ex- 
pense of  81,25   or  a  pound. 

This  was  sow  id  on  ground  which  had 
not  been  plouglied,  but  wass>implv  hoed 
The  yield  from  one  pound  will  be  about 
eight  bushels.  One  head,  a  fair  sample 
of  the  average  if  the  lot,  contained  339 
grains,  and  there  were  fifteen  stalks 
growing  from  oae  grain.  This  is  about 
as  it  runs  all  through.  The  stalks  are 
80  large  and  strong,  that  the  squirrels 
climb  on  them  to  the  heads  tor  the 
grain.  The  straw  will  probably  be  very 
heavy  and  stifiF,  but  we  suggest  that  it 
be  made  useful   as  fuel.

A  FISH  STORY. 


Kxtraordlnary  Capture  of  Witairi. 

The  following  remarkable  story  appears 
in  the  London  Times: 

hint:  I  send  you  the  following  account  of 
a  whale  chase,  believing  it  will  be  interest- 
ing to  many  of  your  readers: 

This  morning,  at  about  8  o'clock,  A.  M., 
while  sleepiug  aboard  my  yacht  iu  Storuo- 
way  harbor,  I  was  awoke  by  a  loud  noise  of 
men    shouting   and     hammering  near  the 

{■aeht.  I  went  on  deck  immediately,  when 
observed  a  number  of  men  in  tbr«e  or 
four  boats  attempting  to  drive  a  shoal  of 
fish  (iiuuiboring,  perhaps,  '200)  towards  the 
shore.  The  fiwh,  whieh  were  evidently  of 
Ihe  whale  spech^s,  were  blowing,  and  con- 
stantly rising  to  the  surface  of  the  water. 
They  turn.d  toward.i  the  sea,  and  w..re 
closely  followed  by  the  boub4,  which 
shortly  turne.l  them  again  towar.ls  the 
mouth  of  the  harbor.  Tim  iiuiveiiu  lit  was 
r.peated  hxveial  times,  and  alter  awhile 
sfiino  other  Itoats  well  umnued  Rjipeared. 
The  .scene  iiow  became  still  niort'  intei.st- 
iug,  for  the  whah'S,  being  nioie  hardly 
jiressed,  made  a  brilliant  diiKh  toward  the 
sea,  going  away  at  a  terrific  pace  in  a 
«tr:iight  course  lor  the  open  sea,  the  speed 
appeared  to  be  nothing  less  than  40  mil.  s 
an  hour,  the  water  rising  iu  misty  foam  as 
they  etit  their  way  through  it.  The  course 
the  whales  were  taking  left  little  hope  for 
the  success  of  their  pursuers,  but  coming 
upon  u  point  of  land  which  .shoaled  the 
water,  a  suil^ii  turn  to  the  right  brought 
them  agaiu  iu  thu  direction  of  the  harbor; 
an  hour  or  two  s  wu  passed,  and  the  fish- 
ermen of  S'.oruoway,  b.-eoiuiug  aware  of 
what  was  guing  ou,  began  to  join  iu  the 
chase,  an.l  u  <lo;4en  beiuts  were  soon  in  pur- 
suit, the  wha'es  now  making  away  for  the 
distant  p:  rt  of  tho  bay.  and  again  balHed 
by  the  luojtcling  points  of  land 
bending  the  course  of  the  deep  wa- 
ter, return»dui>on  their  i)urnuers again  and 
again.

St.  Lons.  Aug.  17.— Tom  Kelley  and 
Ned  O'Baldwin  were  seconds  for  Gallagher, 
and  .Jim  Coyne  and  Bud  Riley  for  Allen. 
Lariy  Wessel  was  referee.  Tho  ring  was 
formed  lu  ti  grove,  but  the  snu  ivuired 
down  fiercely.  .Tim  Kearney  was  ring- 
master, aud  20D  ring.keopets  wore  appoint^ 
ed  to  preserve  order.  The  fight  began  at 
2:40.  and,  after  considerable  sjiai ring,  Al- 
len received  a  heavy  blow  ou  tho  mug, 
which  kuovkcd  him  dowu  aud  made  him 
bl(  od  frotdy.  In  tbe  second  round  Allen 
went  dcwTi  from  a  stinger  under  the  log. 
In  the  third  round  both  received  and  gave 
heavy  blows,  tenninating  in  a  clinch  in 
which  Allen  went  dowiv  At  this  point 
hevoral  clubs  wore  thrown  at  Allen,  ono  of 
which  strnok  bim  on  the  eheiei  causing 
bl«od  to  flow.

Not 
an  instant  xvere  the  whales  permitted  to 
rest  ;  continually  barrasssed,  from  having 
been  timid  iu  the  extreme  when  first  at- 
tacked, they  now  become  careless  of  their 
enemy,  aud  aliowud  themselves  to  be  .strnck 
by  the  oars  as  they  rushed  it^^t  the 
!:or.;j  to  e.iiUipo  i,om  iue  various  creeks 
info  wliich  they  had  been  pressed.  At  3 
o'clock  p.  m.,  they  were  dislodged  from  a 
position  which  they  bad  maintained  for 
some  hours  in  a  distant  part  of  the  Lay  or 
outer  harbor,  aud  were  driven  about  a  milv^ 
toward  rbo  irncr  barbov  Agaiu  they  made 
(i:!veral  attempts  to  escape,  but  by  an  un- 
lucky turn  they  rushed  over  shoal  grouud, 
and  now  the  most  exciting  time  of  the  dav 
c  ime.  Maddened  by  the  difficulty  of  mov- 
ing lu  .shallow  water,  the  whnle-  .iatihed 
frantically  frou;  side  io  siae,  raising  the  sea 
into  violent  breakers  as  though  a  gale  bad 
disturbed  tbe  water,  rocking  the  small  trad- 
ing vessels  to  and  fro  os  they  approached. 
Tno  boats  now  began  to  come  np  iu  num- 
bers; th  ■  whales  were  bliutlev]  by  the  com- 
niotion  thoy  had  oreatetf,  thickening  t!ie 
rtballow  water.  Having  kojit  closolv  united 
duiiug  the  whole  day,  ihe  shoal  liow  be- 
came tlivideii;  they  seemed,  as  it  were,  to 
bt^come  at  once  bewildered,  and  allowed 
t!i3mselves  to  be  goaded  by  the  boats  to  tbe 
'  hore,  to  be  dispatched  one  by  one  by  tbe 
fishermen. 

I  will  not  attempt  to  describe  what  is  still 
going  on;  suffice  it  to  say  that,  as  far  ns  I 
can  judge,  and  from  tbe  opinion  of  the  fish- 
erman, there  will  be  at  least  2oO  whales 
taken ;  half  that  number  are  alrondy  liilled, 
and  as  many  iuQ;d  wo  fn^ie  within 'the  har- 
bor, 'rhe  whales  are,  I  believe,  all  of  one 
kind,  known  ns  tho  bottle-noije  species; 
they  measure  in  length  from  10  to  21  feet. 
The  fishermen  will  mike  a  great  gain  by 
this  prize,  and  they  well  deserve  it.  The 
Tho  chase  from  the  first,  until  the  whales 
were  driven  within  tht  inner  harbor,  histed 
upward  of  13  hours,  commeucing  at  2 
o'clock  a.  m.,  and  the  first  being  killed 
s.',an  after  a  p.  m.  It  is  said  to  be  17  years 
since  a  shoal  of  whales  has  entered  this  bay
